WASHINGTON. March 25 — 0B - 
Before the presidential campaign 
is over, both sides will have flood­ 
ed the American people with a riv­ 
er of words on foreign policy. 
The Kepublicans will represent 
0 
the truman policy as no policy 
at all or as a hasty patchwork 
to meet unexpected situations. 
The Democrats, of course, will 
defend it as 
t h o r o ugh 
and 
thought out. 
When the campaign subsides it’s 
doubtful the people, drenched in 
the claims and counterclaims, Will 
have a much clearer picture of 
American foreign policy than they 
have now. 
O 
That picture can hardly be said 
to appear the same to all, for oth­ 
erwise there would not be the 
sometimes fierce differences of op­ 
inion, particularly over Korea and 
economic help for Europe. 
An historian, examining this per­ 
iod a hundred years from now, 
may decide that what passed for 
a policy was truly a patchwork or 
that it was a good policy, indeed, 
but not well understood by all the 
W people. 


IE IT’S THE latter, he may con­ 
clude the critics of the policy were 
far more active and effective in 
criticizing it than the Truman ad­ 
ministration, including the State 
Department, was in defending and 
explaining it. 
Perhaps it is only a coincidence 
that at this moment the state de­ 
partment had produced an 80 page 
document, 
called 
“Our 
Foreign 
™ Policy, 1952,” to explain and justi­ 
fy American actions abroad under 
the Truman administration. 
It is not a brand new notion. The 
State 
Department says Truman 
himself first suggested such a doc­ 
ument in 1949 and one similar to 
the HO pager was published by the 
depart rtwwit in 1950. 
There were 200,000 copies of the 
first one The government print- 
a 
er will turn out 500,000 copies of 
^ 
the new one. For 25 rents it 
can he obtained from the depart­ 
ment or the Superintendent of 
Doc uments in Washington, D. C. 
Groups and organizations inter­ 
ested in foreign affairs, and in 
keeping abreast of them, will buy 
some of these but since there are 
only 300,000 copies most of the 15 
million Americans will never see 
them. 
A 
Still, those who do read the docu­ 
ment will be presented with the ad 
ministration's e x p I a n a t ion of 
what’s been done, and why, from 
the State Department viewpoint. 
The very fact that the President 
and Secretary of State Acheron 
thought it worthwhile, or perhaps 
necessary, to produce the explana­ 
tion at all raises a question: 
• • • 
WHY HAVEN’T the President 
£ and Aeheson been far more active, 
particularly on the radio and TV, 
in explaining to the f>eople the for­ 
eign policy of the administration? 
Truman and Aeheson made one 
of their infrequent radio and TV 
appearanees a few weeks ago. In 
a one-two punch, they carried to 
the people their fight for the ad­ 
ministration’s $7.9 billion foreign 
aid program, 
Perhaps the fact that the Presi- 
dent recently 
permitted 
a 
book 
about him—conversations and diar­ 
ies and views on men and events 
—to be published is an admission 
he has not done enough to com­ 
municate with the people. 
Aeheson certainly has been urg 
ed by some of his advisers, who 
watched the critics belittle him and 
his work, to go to the people on 
TV and present a case for himself 
and the foreign policy. 
a 
Instead arui in spite of the fact 
that he won friends with his TV 
performance at the Japanese peace 
treaty signing in San Francisco— 
Aeheson seems to have withdrawn 
into himself. 
Maybe the endless criticism has 
had that effect on him, since he is 
a sensitive man. Rut even his news 
conferences have become dull. 


Rigid Cutback 


On Grains Is 


Seen For '53 


International W heat 
Agreement Labeled 
Cause For Curbs 


WASHINGTON. March 25 - uR- 
The nation's wheat growers may 
have to submit to rigid restrictions 
on production of their grain in 
1953. 
The State and Agriculture De­ 
partments are preparing to tell 
them so in connection with an 
administration drive to get an 
international 
wheat 
agreement 
extended by Congress. There is 
strong opposition among lawmak­ 
ers because of the cost. 
Under the wheat pact four major 
wheat exporting nations and about 
50 importing countries have joined 
in an effort to stabilize world sup­ 
plies and prices. Export quotas are 
set for each exporting country and 
purchase quotas for each import­ 
ing nation Prices are controlled 
by a system of maximums and 
minimums. 
The pact expires at the end of 
the 
marketing 
season 
for 
this 
year’s crop Approval to extend it 
would have to be granted by the 
present session of Congress in or­ 
der to plan for the 1953 grain crop. 


LEADERS SAY the agreement 
has helped this country find an 
overseas market for 400 million 
bushels of wheat a year. 
Critics contend this is nothing to 
brag about, considering the fact 
that the government has had to 


pay an export subsidy of about 65 
cents *a bushel on the bulk of the 
! grain. Under the agreement U S. 
wheat is exported at a price lower 
than the domestic price. The sub­ 


sidy is paid to farmers selling1 
wheat for export so that they will 
not lose money. 
Agriculture Department grain 
experts say without the foreign 


markets afforded by the agree­ 
ment U. S. exports would drop 
probably 50 per cent. 
To prevent accumulation of top­ 
heavy surpluses, farmers would 


find it necessary, officials say, to 
resort 
to rigid 
production 
and 
marketing quotas—next year if this 
year s crop is a large one. 
The only alternative, say advo­ 


cates of the agreement, would be 
for the U. S. to resort to cut-thnat 
competition with other wheat-ex­ 
porting nations for world markets. 
Such competition, they say, prob­ 


ably would cost more in subsidies 
than the agreement.

NO TRADE WITH RUSSIA? 
AT LONG LAST, it is alleged, the United 
States has stopped doing business with the 
Soviet government. In 1951 this country 
sold only $55,000 worth of goods directly to 
Russia. Since July I no dealings with the 
reds have been reported. The $55,000 in 
U. S. goods which went to Russia last year 
consisted mainly of charity packages, syn­ 
thetic perfumes and flavorings. 
Last year the U. S. bought from Russia 
furs to the value of $9,000,000 and tobacco 
valued at St.400.000. 


This is in sharp contrast to U. S. deal­ 
ings with Russia in 1947, when goods val­ 
ued at $340,000,000 were shipped to Russia, 
mostly in the form of lend-lease, and the 
reds sold this country foods valued at $105,- 
000,000. 


Lend-lease shipments to Russia were 
continued long after the war because, as 
Washington explained, “we promised it to 
them .” 


Red Chiro and Manchuria received less 
than $300 worth of merchandise from the 
United States in 1951, while Manchuria sold 
this country goods valued at $1,679,000. 
Trade with both countries has now been 
ended by an act of Congress. 
Russia is still receiving war material 
through smuggling activities, and some of 
this country’s allies are doing business as 
usual with Russia and Red China, probab­ 
ly financed by American gift dollars. 


BICYCLE STILL POPULAR 
THIS IS THE 75th anniversary of the ad- j 
vent of the bicycle as a mode of transpor­ 
tation. The occasion revives memories of 
the Golden Age, around the turn of the 
century, when every town and hamlet had 
its bicycle club, and the whole nation was 
awheel. 
In these days of the motorcar it is natural 
to presume that the bicycle is passe as a 
means of personal transportation. But that 
is far from the truth. The Bicycle Institute 
of America has just announced that 20 mil­ 
lion 
Americans 
constitute 
the 
nation’s 
cycling population. 
The two million bicycles sold last year 
exceed any number sold even at the height 
of popularity, and the induitry continues to 
grow, to an even greater extent than it did j 
a century ago. 


During the Lattimore testimony before 


the MeCarran Committee, Benjamin Men­ 
del, the research chief of the Committee, 
brought into evidence a photostat of a docu­ 
ment from the files of the Institute of Pa­ 
cific Relations headed “Meeting on Pacific 
Affairs; April 8; Motiliev, Voitinsky, EOC; 
OL; Harondar; HM.” The year is 1936. 
This is an important piece of evidence be­ 
cause Lattimore had to admit that he had 
attended one or more meetings in Moscow 
with the Soviet Group of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations. He admitted that the ref- 
eience to “O.L.” in the document was pre­ 
sumably himself. Mr. Lattimore was ask­ 
ed to read the following, which he did: 
“ ‘O.L. asked if Molitiev had received 
both his long letters on the question of 
P.A. (“Pacific Affairs’*) and Molitiev said 
that he had only received the second. O.L. 
said that his main difficulties had been 
two: I. When he took over the editors hip 
ot P.A. . . .he and (Edward C. Carter) 
. . . did not want to determine a definite 
policy alone, since that would be a one­ 
sided. American decision. . . 2. He has had 
trouble getting material from the different 
Councils. The lack of articles on. . .Japan 
is not the lack of asking. . Likewise, the 
Soviet Council did not send in its articles. 
The one article received from them was 
made the leading article. It has only been 
in the last two or three months that O L. 
has felt that he could freely turn down 
articles. , . 
“ ‘It is impossible to get in touch with 
the Chinese Communists to get an answer 
from them. O L. did not know about the 
writer in “China Today” or he would have 
tried to get the answer published in P.A. 
rather than in “China Today.” However, 
when it was published in “China Today,'* 
the question came up whether the prece­ 
dent should be set of republishing mate­ 
rials from other magazines. It had never 
been done, and P A was supposed to pub­ 
lish new material. Therefore O.L. decided 
to print an extract of the answer and give 
it a prominent place. . . 


“ ‘Molitiev said that it would be better 
to put as leading articles one that repre­ 
sented the point of view of one of the Coun­ 
cils. O.L. said that he was prepared to con­ 
sider this idea’—” 
Now we come to the pay-off; 
“ Mr. Morris. Mr. Lattimore, you testi­ 
fied before the Tydings Committee t h a t 
you did not know Dr. Chi to be a Commu­ 
nist. 


“ Mr. Lattimore I believe I probably did, 
yes.*’ 
Then there is page after page of testi­ 
mony that Lattimore had sa d that he did 
not know, could not know, would not know 
that Dr. Chi is a Communist. (Incidentally, 
Dr. Chi is a high official of Communist 
China today.) Dr. Chi under a pseudonym 
wrote for “China Today” a Communist pa­ 
per about which Lattimore had testified 
that he did not know that it was a Commu­ 
nist paper, but he did hear about it later.

Anemia M ay Have Many Causes, 
Including an Improper Diet 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, MD. 


ANEMIA la a condition in which 
the body is really starved because 
it cannot get enough oxygen from 
the blood. 
The red blood cells have the job 
of carrying oxygen to all the tis­ 
sues of the hotly. These tiny par­ 
ticles—millions of them —give the 
blood Its red color. They contain 
a substance called hemoglobin 
with the power of carrying ox­ 
ygen which It picks ap In the 
lungs. 
Normal Ceti Count 
A human male normally has 
about five million red blood cells, 
and a female about four and one- 
half million per cubic millimeter 
of blood. When the number falls 
too low, or when there is a short­ 
age 
of 
hemoglobin, 
we 
have 
anemia. 
There 
are 
many 
different 
cause* of anemia. They Include 
certain severe diseases, such as 
tuberculosis or an under-actlve 
thyroid, which slow down the pro­ 
duction of red blood cells. Leu­ 
kemia Is a disease in which the 
bone marrow produces an excess 
of white blood cells, thus block­ 
ing off the production of red cells. 
P regnancy 
usually 
m akes 
greater dem ands on the blood- 
producing system, and may bring 
on an anem ic condition. 
Improper Diet 
Another Important cause of 
anem ia is improper diet. The food 
we eat must bring us several of 
the substances needed to produce 
red blood cells and hemoglobin. 
These Include iron, small quan­ 
tities of copper, vitam ins and pro­ 
teins. A good, mixed diet will 
usually prevent anemia if no 
other disease Is present. 
Hormones from certain glands, 
and blood-producing substances 


from the stomach and liver, are 
also necessary to help the bone 
marrow manufacture red blood 
cells. Shortages of these impor­ 
tant substances will bring on 
anemia. 
Since there Is such a variety of 
causes, the exaet cause in any 
case of anemia Is wholly Impor­ 
tant before deciding on proper 
treatment. 


A u»*ml* lei PrvfD M ci 
If a woman becomes anemic be­ 
cause of pregnancy, Iron sub­ 
stances 
taken 
by 
mouth 
are 
usually beneficial. 
Middle-aged 
women with anemia due to an 
Iron deficiency may have to take 
small desses of hydrochloric acid 
along with the iron, for they often 
lack the correct amount of stom ­ 
ach 
acid 
necessary 
for 
blood 
formation. 
As a rule, anemias In hypothy- 
, rolrilsm and tuberculosis disap­ 
pear when these diseases are 
properly treated. 
Substances that arc som etim es 
of great help in correcting ane­ 
mia are iron, liver concentrate, 
vitamin B-12, folic acid and stom ­ 
ach concentrate, together with 
vitamins. Of course the treatm ent 
in all cases must be carried out 
under the direction of the phy­ 
sician. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. K.: What is m eant by a per­ 
son having a valve condition of 
the heart? 
Answer: A valve condition of 
the heart m eans that the valves, 
of which there are four, are not 
functioning properly. This usu­ 
ally produces a murmur. 
There are various cause* for 
dam age to the heart valves, such 
os rheum atic fever, hardening of 
the arteries and congenital de­ 
fects of the heart.

NEW YORK-— .?— Ja m e s Lorn- 
ley is a railroad 
engineer 
who

" I ’ve lust been lucky,” he said. 
His record is unusual. 
Almost 
equally unusual is the fact that in 
traveling a distance equal to bo 
trips around the world none

h i' trains has ever been hit by 
a motorist. 
For

third of the nation's grade cro ss­ 
ing accidents it is the motor car 
that crashes into the train. , 
“ I sure would like to keep my 
record,” said Lem lcy, a gentle­ 
man of 64 who retires next Sep­ 
tem ber. "B u t these accidents arc 
up to the motorists How can you 
make them comply with the red 
w anting lights? A train c a n ’t get 
off the tra ck .” 
The railroads for some years 
have waged an intensive safety 
cam paign to reduce grade cross­ 
ing disasters, which account for 
about five per cent of ail auto 
fatalities.
